ontreal's Great Market Is Pictures- 
que Spot. 


| Im the ancient heart of Montreal 
| there gathers on certain days of the 
| week, a buying, selling, bargaining, 
| chattering throng. It is in » conven- 
‘fent place to transact business, con- 
| venfent to get a large selection of 
| what you want. If you go early en- 
| ough, convenient for watching the 
| various selling and purchasing meth- 
; ods. Some days they crowd to this 
| place till you wonder whether any 
| more could have room enough to walk 
about and effect their dealing. It is 
| considered a boon to the poorer peo- 
ple to come to this spot and purchase 
their table necessities. It is not a 
grocery store, confectionery, or but- 
cher’s shop, that I am speaking of, 
but a genuine, price-lowering, popu- 
lar, public market, so much talked 
about as a factor in cost-reduction 
by political economists and other 
gucssers at the riddle of the rise in 
the price of living, 

The market is called Bonsecours, in 
honor of the gray old-time church 
which stands within hailing distance, 
The market {fs old, but the church is 
older, builf {mn 1771 in place of an 
older edifice burned in 1754. Tere is 
where Montreal comes in as an his- 
toric towh.

time-honored stone building, once a 
city hall, It is a familiar landmark 
to thousands of Monirealers, ‘Talk 
about your fairs, and national exhibl- 
tions, here is an exposition every law-

ions, chickens, ducks, turkeys, ‘all the 
produce of the farm except the coars- 
er grains, all on their best behaviour, 
you will be delighted to take a stroll 
along these booths and peer around 
and perhaps buy something to hale 
home with you, if you are not single, 
but double. Outside you see rows of 
booths, on-the north side selling vege- 
tables and poultry mostly, on the 
south side, stores offering all sorts 
of Canadian and eyen foreign frults. 
it resembles a main thoroughfare of 
an active business town with the 
shops reduced to its size. But every- 
thing is done here in the open. You 
see the operations of the dealers from 
| the street as it were and it somehow 
increases your confidence in making 
purchases, you do not seem to take 
so much on faith, at least it looks 
that way on the surface. 

You will cee two men in a booth 
piled high with cages holding the fea- 
thery denizens of the farmyard,

Was a Brave Sailor, 


An inieresting figure passed away 
recently in ‘Toronto with tho death 
of Captain O. G. VY. Spain. He was 
one of Canada’s few authorities on 
naval matters and coast cefence, and 
had an active career as a sea fighter. 
As midshipman, he served on His 
Majesty’s battleship ‘‘Minotaur” ‘\ 
the Egyptian War in 1882, and drst 
scented the smoke of battle. For brav- 
ery tn this war, he was awarded the 
Khedive’s bronze star. In 1884-5 
two years later, as Lieut. Spain, he 
served on the “Dolphin” during oper 
ations at Suakim in the East Soudan, 
and was again recognized for bravery 
in connection with a long-drawn-out 
defence of the army’s water supply. 

When he retired from the Britisb 
navy, Captain Spain was made com- 
mander of the Canadian armed cruis- 
ing fleet, of eleven ships, guarding 
the fisheries on the Canadian coasts, 

In 1898, he was made Commission- 
er of Dominion Police, In 1904, he 
was appointed wreck commissioner 
for Canada, and a nautical member of 
the lixhthouse board. In 1905, he 
was made commander of Canada’s 
marine service,

Plans of the church have already 
been prepared. Two designs have 


been submiited, one of wiich fs by} 


R, A. Cram, architect of the exten- 
sions to St. Alban’s Cathedral, :rd 
provides for a building in late Gothic 
atyle, with lofiy interior, stone-vault- 
ed roof, with nave of six bays, trifor- 
jum, and large clerestory tracerici 
windows. The interior is completely 
flanked with flying buttresses, with 
the exception of the west end, while 
the east end Is to be rounded. The 
cost of the building will be in the 
neighborhood of one hundred thous- 
and dollars. 

Already Cavon Scott has received 
considerable support for the idea, and 
has , ot the ear of some very influen- 
tial men both in England and in this 
country. The Archbishop of Canter- 
bury writes: ‘Nothing could be better 
than that a church should be erected 
to the memory of Wolfe, whose claims 
to our gratitude are recognized, J 
think,. by everyone.’ Prof. Osler, reg- 
{us professor of medicine at Oxford, 
thinks the suggestion excellent, and 
promises to help in any way he pos- 
sibly can. Lord Hal.fax, of whose 
family Gen. Wolfe was a distant con- 


nection, approves highly of the pro-| 


posal, and will give his support. The 
Archbishop of “ork says he is much 
interested, and hoped the idea would 
meet with every success. He will con- 
tribute later as a token of his interest 
and of his connection between Gen. 
Wolfe and the Diocese of York. Oth- 


| ers who are interested are the Duke 


of Newcastle, the Bishop of Winches- 
ter, Lord Stanhope, and many others. 

The body of Gen. Wolfe at present 
lies buried in the family vault at St. 
Alphege’s Church, Greenwich, Eng., 
but, at least, ‘n this memorial church 
a cenotaph to Wolfe might be erected 
if it could not be that his actual re- 
mains might be brought to Quebec. 
Again, no more suitable place cou 4 
be found to hang the flag in which 
Wolfe was wrapped and carried off 
the field of battle. ‘This flag is at 
present carefully preserved and hung 
in an English cathedral. Possibl,” 
other relics of Wolfe may find their 
way to the church, such as his private 
Communion Book, which is still pr-- 
served. Jn an age when such a thing 


| was uncommon Wolfe led a pure life.

The Great Lakes. 

We all know in a general way that 
J.ake Superior is the largest and Lake 
Ontario the smallest of the Great 
Lakes, but the relative facts are 
scarcely known to the average person. 
While Lake Michigan ranks second ja 
size, be.ng forty-five miles shorter 
than Lake Supcrior, it is twice as dee" 
at {ts greatest depth, the figures be- 
ing 900 feet for Lake Superior and 
1,800 feet for Lake Michigan, so that 


in cubical contents the latter far out- | 


reaches Superior. Lake Huron's great 
est depth also is a hundred feet nore 
than that of Lake Superior, so that 
the greatest is not superior in every 
thing, after all. 

Lake Erie and Lake Ontarlo are 
comparatively shallow, with maxi- 
mum depth of 204 feet and 412 feel, 
and yet we should not like to fall 
overboard in either of them. In width 
-—maximum figures —- Lake Superior 
comes first with 160 miles, Huron se- 
cond with 105, Michigan third with 
eighty-four, Erie fourth wlth sixty, 
and Ontario last with only 
miles of greatest breadth. 

In comparison with its area, On 
tario leads with a drainage of 28,769 
square miles for its area of 6,700, the 
others being Erle, drainage 29,680 


area 10,000 square miles; Nuron, 
drainage 74,000, area 23,000 square 
miles; Michigan, drainage, 70,000, 


area 22,400 square miles; and Supei- 
for, drainage 86,000, area 32,000 
equare miles. Drop in elevation is 
very gradual, Lake Superior beivg 
600 feet above sea level, Michigan 
678 feet, Iluron 674 feet, Erie 564 
feet, and then cames a big drop to 
284 feet for Lake Ontario. 


Plague of Rats. 

While removing an oat stack on hii 
farm near Carman, Man.,, recently 
Wilson Roblin discovered a large col 
ony of rats. With the aid of pitch 
forks Mr. Roblin and his hired man 
were able to kill eighty-six. As Car- 
man is 50 miles west of Winnipeg 
this is regarded evidence that unless 
drastic and determined effort is made 
to exterminate them it will be but a 
short time until this pest spreads al! 
over Western Canada.

One Company Spends $50,000 a Year 
Just to Robe its Various 
Productions 

Every frequenter of the motion pic- 
ture theatres must have been struck, 
at some time or another, by the lux- 
uriousness of the stage setting of most 
of tie “society dramas— the magnifi- 
Gence of the decorations, the iichness 
of the furnishing, and the costliness of 
the dresses worn by the performers. 

Few, however, have any real con- 
ception of the huge cost of these 
the pains taken 
by the big film producing companies 
to get the best-of everything. 

Take, for instance, the costume of 
the principal actresses. The capital of 
Europe are ransacked for the latest 
creations in millinery and modes. 
When Miss Miriam Nesbit and Miss 
Mary Fuller were last over here wita 
the Edison Compeny, they paid a vis- 
it to Paris for the purpose-of purchas- 
ing a stock of such things for future 
Edison productions, and in two days’ 
shopping they spent more than $15,000. 

Miss Lottie Briscoe, the Lubin star 
actress, recently played in a film 
which necessitated no fewer than four- 
teen changes of costume, eack costing 
On an average about $75, and she 
needs when on tour, twenty trunks for 
her wardrobe, 

Miss Gene Gauntier wears one set 
of furs in the Kalem films that cost 
$4,000, and she has other sets almost 
equally as valuable. Miss Asta Neil- 
son is credited with being the most 
expensively ‘dressed actress in the pic- 
tures. I'requently her costumes in 
the society scenes in which she spec- 
jalizes will cost as much as $500 
apiece. 

It might be thought that as the ac- 
tual dresses worn by the performers 
are not seen by the public, but’ only 
the photographic representations of 
them, that common material or imita- 
tion stuff would do as well as the real 
articles. 

But, as a_ matter of fact, this is far 
from being the case. Indeed, the very 
reverse holds good. To get a really 
first-class photograph, first-class pro- 
perties must be provided. 

In the early days of the picture 
play business this was not properly 
realized, and a company that laid out 
$5,000 on a colleett6n of properties, al- 
though expecting them to last for 
years, Was considered extravagant. 

Wowadays, on the other hand it 
would be a very cheap affair thiut 
would start with less than $15.000 or 
$20,000 worth; while one of the best 
known of the really big firm compan- 
{es is reported to spend as much as 
$50,000 every year in dressing—or. as 
it is technically termed, ‘robing’ its 
shows. 


The Desire to Disagree 


There are those who seem to be 
born with the instinct to disagree. I 
have in mind at this moment one such 
person. ? have heard him express 
emphatically :. certain opi-ion and 
then, perhaps . day or two later, I 
have heard him denounce the same 
opinion expressed in his presence by 
someone else. 

Sometimes, of course, ‘this kind of 
thing is done by those who love argu- 
ment for the sake of the intellectual 
exercise But in this instance it was 
due simply and :olely, to the love of 
disagreeing. 

If we did not spend so much time 
in trying to disagree, if we aid not 
torment ourselves with tLe ill feeling 
that accompanies the will to disagree, 
we should be surprised at the strange 
improvement jn the people and in the 
world about us. 

We should find that, through persist- 
ent celf assertion, instead of gaining 
we lost. 

We should also discover that 
through resisting the desire to disa- 
gree, through giving people as good a 
chance to express themselves as we 
long to give ourselves, we should ex-
